German Consul, Dr. 
Knappe, twenty-two 
sailors from the three German war ships now 
in the harbor have been killed and thirty- 
two wounded, many of whom will also die, 
- while American and English houses have 
been burned, together with the flags of 
those nations. Amerjcan citizens were taken 
prisoners by armed German men-of-war’s 
boats, the occupants of which forced them to 
submit at the muzzies of their rifies, and the 


man-of-war nearly shot by German sailors 
from one of the war vessels. All this has 
happened within four days and the actual 
trouble has only just commenced. 


SUATELE NOT KILLED. 

On the evening of December 7, the same day 
on whieh the United States man-of-war, 
Adams, sailed for San Francisco, news was 
brought to Apia that Suatele, the leading 
Tamasese chief, had been shot in 
the large fort at Lautuana. Much 
satisfaction was expressed over the 
report not alone by natives of the Mataafa 
party but also by American and English resi- 
Gents, who believed thai if it were true a 
peaceful settlement of the war was not im- 
probable, as the rebel chief wasone of the 
prime objectors to peace being made with 
Mataafa by Tamasese. On the morning of the 
8th, however, the truth of the rumor was 
positively denied, and it was later ascer- 
tained that Suatele had not been killed but 
was as active as ever. Fighting continued 
between the two armies, the Tama- 
sese men constantly receiving aid from 
the Germans in the way of ammunition. 
Mataefa’s men kept gaining advantages, how- 
ever, being enabled to shoot many rebels from 
a high tower built of rocks, erected in one of 
the captured sections of the large fort. 
Tamasese’s loss in killed alone up to the 
present time had been about ninety. One 
woman, shot in the arm by a Tainasese sol- 
dier while near the fort, was brought in trom 
Lautuana during the evening of the 8th and 
cared for at the hospital established by the 
Americans and English at the latter Consulate. 
: TIMELY SUPPLY OF CARTRIDGES. 

The Mataafa men were beginning to suffer 
seriously from want of ammunition, but 
through a certain source they succeeded in 
obtaining 20,000 Snider cartridges, which came 
to them when they were almost in despair as 
to how to obtain ammunition. There are 
fully 2,500 Snider rifles in Mataafa’s army, 
which had been entirely useless for three 
months for want of cartridges, but this wel- 
come supply of ammunition placed them at 
once in service. An outrageous price had to 
be paid for these cartridges, 20 cents apiece 
being at first demanded, but they were finally 
obtained for 11 cents each, there being 
no other alternative than to pay 
this price or allow the ammunition 
to be bought by the Germans, and given to

who were afterwards flogged, was said by 
several natives who had been to Saluafata, 
where the vessel was stationed, to be selling 
these guns to Tamasese’s men for $7.50 apiecs. 
TAKING A REBEL FORT. 
A Savali man belonging to Mataafa’s party 
was broughs to the hospital at the Bnglish 
Consulate on the 12th, having received a fatal 
wound while in a trench dug between the first 
and second sections of the fort at Lautuanu. 
This trench has been made by the Savall men 
in an effortgo reach the last section of the fort 
eccuplied by Tamasese. In this they were suo- 
dosstul and excavated one corner of the fort, 
making a cavity about thirty feet square, 
The work went on night and day for several 
days, food being taken to those engaged in the 
labor by men who made dashes along thd 
trenches under fire from the rebels. The lat- 
ter could not shoot Mataafa’s men at work 
immediately under the fort. Onthe evening 
of the 13th one corner of the fort where the 
digging had been going on, fell in, and the 
soldiers of Mataafa rushed in and took pos- 
session of the upper end ofthe fort, protect- 
ing themselves in therifle pits built by the 
rebels. 
On the afternoon of the same day an old 
Savaii man who belonged in a village which 
had previously joined Tamasese landed im 
Apia from a missionary boat which came from 
the Island of Savali and coolly started to walk 
throngh Apid on his way to the Tamasese port 
at Lautuanua. He had not gone more than 
half a mile when he was seen by some of Mat- 
aata’s men who seized him and started back 
toward the village with the avowed intention 
of cutting off his head. They were 
met, however, by Patre, one of the most influ- 
ential Tumasaga chiefs, who directed the 
King’s men to let the old man go, as he wad 
too old to do much fighting. This was done 
and the old man started back for Savall. 
ARRIVAL OF THE OLGA. 
The German man-of-war Olga, fifteen guns, 
Capt. Von Erhardt, arrived from Jelult 
about noon on the Mth, her crew 
numbering 267 men. They left the de- 
posed King Malietoa in the Marshall 
Islands. His return to Samoa in the near 
future has become almost improbable. A 
French Catholic priest who had gone to Tam- 
asese’s fort at Lautunua several days before 
to attend the wounded and hold services, re- 
turned in the evening. He reported the fort 
to be strong beyond belief, and added that it 
was garrisoned by 1,400 men who had plenty 
of ammunition. 
December 15 the officers of the Olga called 
upon the officers of the men-of-war Nipsic 
and Royalist, but following the custom of 
other German naval officers and the German 
Consul failed to visit the United States Vice. 
Consul W. Blacklock. 

It ig the custom among Samoans when two 
parties are at war, for persons on one side to 
inform their friends and relatives on the 
other of any projected attack, not with the 
intention of acting in a treacherous 
manner, but merely to warn their 
relatives and friends, so that they may save 
their lives, perhaps, by preparing for the ex- 
pected attack. It was with this object in view 
that Mamea’s wife immediately iInfurmed some 
of her friends in Apia, who were on the Ma- 
| taafa side, of the intended attack of the Ger- 
mans on Mutaafagatele. 

STORY OF THE BATTLE IN APIA. 

At ll o’clock at night one of Mataafa’s men 
came to my house, fully armed, with the in- 
formation concerning the projected move- 
ments of the Germans, as set forth in Mamea’s 
letter. All the available Mataafa men in 
Apia, be said, who happened to 
have come down from the bush for 
provisions or cartridges were then gathers 
ing for the purpose of repelling the attack, 
The greater part of the men who were going 
out to tne ight were Tumasaga men belong- 
ing to Apid and the vicinity, and the flower of 
Mataafa’s army. 

It was they who made such a desperate fight 
at the capture of Tamaseses’ big fort at 
Lautuana one month before, and fought with 
clubbed muskets. 

I dressed hastily, and taking a rifle and ro- 
volver started with the natives towards 
Mataafagatele solely in my capacity as 
special correspondent ofthe WORLD and Post- 
Disrarcng. We proceeded about 400 yards be- 
yond the British Consulate in Matautu, by 
which name the upper part of Apiais known, 
and waited there near the beach for the ap- 
pearance of the hostile boats, not knowing 
but that they might land some distance below 
Mataatagatele and proceed there on foot. The 
moon was shining brightly and moving ob- 
jects could readily be seen for some distance 
on the smooth water inside the reef. Guards

Several wounded men were killed, accord- 
ing to the Samoan custom, no prisoners ever 
being taken, and no quarter being expected. 
Some of the wounded sallors, when they saw 
the Mataafa men approaching, threw 
away their rifies, ri boxes and 
belts, canteens and all other accoutrements, 
and with the purpose of pavifying, if possible 
their enemies called out ‘‘talofa Malietoa,’ 
which means love or success to Malietoa, the 
present King. Other sailors called out to ad- 
vancing natives that they were good Mataafa 
men and would fight against Tamasese. The 
natives remembering the injuries without 
number which the bad already suffered 
at the bands of the Germans, refused to listen 
to the pleadings of the sailors and decapitated 
them, knowingthat they would probably re- 
celvethe same treatment were the situation 
reversed. Several German sailors’ bodies 
were decapitated, different statements being 
made as to the actual number, some saying 
that only one, while others assert that six 
heads were taken. The German consul ad- 
mits that three heads were cut off, and that is 
— oe A the correct number. The decapita- 
tion of the Germans must not be regarded as 
an act of barbarism directed especially 
towards the Germans. As I have stated 
in a previous letter the Mataafa men take Tam- 
asese heads when the opportunity offers, and 
the latter reciprocate when they are given a 
chance. After being exhibited among the na- 
tives in the neighborbood of the fight the 
heads, together with several ears that were 
taken from sailors’ bodies, were buried near 
the scene of the fight. 

THE ACCOUTREMENTS SEIZED. 

The accoutrements of many of the dead 
sailors were taken by the natives incinding 
the sword of Lieut. Siegerand the swords of 
other officers, who were wounded in the fight. 
During and at the conclusion of the battle the 
remainder of the wounded sailors, who could 
not be taken into the plantation houses were 
carried to the boats by their mates and their 
escape effected in this way. The Mataafa 
men then withdrew,burning no property and 
doing no further damage. me of the 
men came to Apia and others remained in the 
bush.

THE BURNED FLAG. 


Its Remnants Received at Washington—Sec. 
retary Whitney Talks. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 
WASHINGTON, D. G., January 23. 


T the State Depart- 
ment to-day there 
were received a bud- 
get of dispatches from 
Viee Consul Gen. 
Blacklock, giving the 
full details of oocur- 
rences in the Samoan 
Islands up to the de- 
parture of the mail 
steamer that left Apia 
for San Francisco, 
January 5. The dis- 
patebes are volumin- 
ous and substantially 
bear out in detail the 
special advices tele- 
graphed to the Posrt- 
DISPATCH from San 
Francisco a week ago. 
The bloody scenes described as having oo- 
curred on the nights of December 16 and 18 do 
not lose any of their lawiess ferocity in the 
cool, clear, matter - of fact narra- 
tion of i  Vice-Consul Gen. Blacklock. 
There was not time afterthe receipt of the 
dispatches to-day to properly examine and 
arrange them for the press, as they were not 
made public. Secretary Bayard spent the 
afvernoon in their perusal, and stated to-night 
that they would either be made public on 
Monday or transmitted to Congress as sup- 
plemental to the correspondence now before 
the Senate and House. In the latter case 
they will be given to the press within a few 
days.

THE BURNED FLAG. 

But of far more interest than the 
packet containing these dispatches which 
in the main are repetitions of what 
has appeared in the Post-DIsPaTtcu, 
was a curious little bundle that arrived in the 
same mail. It was perbaps ten inches long

nate. The communication of the Depart- 
ment tothe Secretary of State in reference to 
the announcement of a definite policy is con- 
tained in a letter, copy of whicb is inclosed. 
Your letter also contains the following re- 
vest: ‘‘I should be glad to know it any fur- 
ther enlargement of the appropriations of 
your department should be made in view of 
existing conditions. Thisinguiry upon its 
face seems to put upon this department the 
responsibility of estimating for pos 
sib expenditures arising out of con- 
ditions which it cannot anticipate. 
Until a decision is reached as tothe policy of 
this Government regarding the independence 
of the Samoan group of Islands no judgment 
can be formed upon the subject of possible 
expenditures. Up to the present time the De- 
artment ie not aware that we have had any 
National policy upon the subject. Neither the 
Monroe doctrine nor any other expression of 
National poli is understood to apply to the 
Islands of the Pacific. One by one they have 
been taken without interference from us. If 
there is to be no new departure affecting this 
group of islands, I conceive that the Depart- 
ment is quite able now to perform every duty 
arising out ot existing conditions. Unless 
there is a conflict between the policy of this 
Government and that of some other 
wer, differences will Goubtless be 
armonized and extraordinary expenditures 
will be called for. Having brought to the at- 
tention of the a mete Gepartment the 
circumstances specially within the observa- 
tion of this department seeming to call for 
definite instructions to its officers, and the 
whole matter havin gee rg been laid 
before Cungress by the President, it would be 
preferabie that this department should not 
anticipate conditions beyond its authority.

The Samoan Question Not Touched Upon 
in the Reichstag. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, January %.—It was expected that 
something would be heard of Samoa in the 
great debate in the Reichstag to-day, but the 
Government was evidently not prepared to 
declare itself on the subject, and hold- 
ing itself uncommitted, is in a 
situation to come to any decision 
which events, when officially ascertained, 
may require.

other ports opened; but the Government of 
Samoa shall not grant to any other nation 
such rights with respect-to the har- 
bor of Saluafata end its shores as 
those granted to the German Government. 
German ships of war shall furthermore be at 
liberty to enter into all other — barbors 
and waters of Samoa to anchor and remain 
there, to take in supplies and repair ln accord 
ance with such laws as may be agreed upon in 
future between the two Governments; and the 
Samoan Government also promises hereby 
that they will not in any way grant any priv: 
lleges to any other nation before the German 
Government with respect to the harbor of 
Apia and its shores, but that the German 
Government shall always enjoy also in that 
respect the same rights as other nations 

In this section it will be observed that the 
Samoans agree not to grant to any o na- 
tion such rights with regard to the barbor and 
shores of Saluafata as those granted to — 
Germans, while in tne case of the Uni 
States, they simply agree not to exercise any 
— in Pago Pago adverse to American 
nterests. The German Government not 
only stipulated that its subject should be tried 
before tribunals in which the German consul 
should have at least an ual voice with 
the Samoan judge, ut secu 
a @ further concession that all 
laws and regulations which the German sub- 
jects and other clients residing (or sojourn- 
ing) in Samoa will have to submit to, as well 
as all taxes and charges which they will have 
to pay accordingly to the Samoan Govern- 
ment, shall be deliberated upon between the 
German Consul or other persons appointed 
for that purpose by the German Government 
and officers of the Samoan Government, aiso 
ull useful measures to bring about the observ- 
ance of such laws and regulations by Germans 
in Samoa, but all such laws and measures 
which have been deliberated and agreed upon 
between the officers of the two 8 
shall only come into force after obtaining the 
confirmation of the German Government. 

Lou will observe, therefore“ continued 
the official, ‘‘that the Germans not only se- 
cured a good foothold in the islands for a 
naval establishment and base of supplies, but 
demanded and were accorded the privilege of 
reviewing all the laws that might made by 
the Samoans. Then, as a sort of commercial 
clincber the following article was inserted in 
the treaty: ‘The Government of Samoa 
promises not to grant in their own country 
any monopolies, indemnities nor real advan- 
tages to the disadvantage of German commerce 
and the subjects of the Gernian Empire,’ 
Here is an agreement the like of which proba- 
bly does not exist ln any other treaty ever 
made. It virtually deprives the Samoan 
Government of the right to let government 
contracts exclusively to the subjects of any 
other power than the German. This is entirely 
characteristic of Bismarck and taken in con- 
nection with other provisions of this conven- 
tion stamps him beyond dispute as the prince 
of treaty makers.’

An Epidemie of Diphtheria,

Chief 

among this numberis Deputy United States 

Marshal Jack Stillwell, now stationed at Fort 

Reno, Indian Territory. Jack, or rather 

„Comanche Jack! as he is familiarly 

known, isa handsome looking chap with a 

laughing dlue eye, curly hair slightly tinged 

with gray, for this noted borderman is just 

50 years ot age, about 5 feet 10 or 11 inches 

in height, and of massive build. He is also 

the acknowledged crack pistolshuvt of the 

West, and even inthe days of that Kansas 

cyclone known as Wild Bill,’’ who never 
missed a shot, Jack Stillwell ranked high. 

The number of 
MEN KILLED BY JACK 

is variously estimated at from twenty-five 

to thirty-one, and it is known that in addition 

he has aided in sending seventeen other men 

over the valley of death by means of the hang- 

man’s noose. Only afew weeks ago, in fact 

on November 21, Jack sprung the trap in this 

city which sent to their death the two noted 

Creek Indian murderers, Jack and Joe Tobler. 

Even in this country, where ‘‘killers’’ are to 

be met with every day, Comanche Jack“ 

Stillwell isa curiosity and is pointed out to 

strangers with astrange mixture of awe and 


pride. 

By this it must not be understood that this 
gallant Deputy United States Marshal is a des- 
— who goes about glorying in his 

loody work. On the contrary, he is rather 
retiring in his disposition and only when he 
has been drinking boasts of his deeds. When 
desperate work is to be done ora bad des- 
perado igto be taken, Stillwell is always the 
man who is detailed to accomplish it. The 
Territory desperadoes and, out -throats allknow 
and fear the intrepid officer and are aware of 
the fact that if he goes after them he will get 
them, dead or alive. Many are the traps that 
have been laid to kill him, but he is as cun- 
ning as heis brave, and has always managed 
to evade the snares that would have caused 
the death of a less accomplished plainsman. 

Brought tp as he was among the Comanche 
Indians, Jack has never exercised the right of 
franchise, and at the age of 50 has never cast 
a Vote. wever, he is at heart a good 
ocrat. He speaks the Comanche and several 
otoer Indian languages as well as the Indians

made another attack and the battle raged fast 
and furious for some time. The desperate 
resistance of the scouts, however, at last 
forced the Indians to once more retire, leav- 
ing many of their braves dead or wounded on 
the fleid. The little band of brave border- 
men, however, had not escaped without loss, 
for a number of them lay dead or dying on the 
bloody field. Prompt measures were neces- 
sary to save the lives of the imprisoned scouts, 
They could not long expect to fight off 700 
Indians, and help was imperative. The leader 
of the little band of brave avengers cast about 
him for a man who would be likely to get 
through the ranks of the enemy and 
reach Fort Wallace, 125 mies soutb- 
east of Beecher Island. Jack was the man 
picked on as the one most likely to succeed, 
speaking as he did the Indian language and 
being familiar with their methods of warfare. 
He had to go on foot, for to have taken a horse 
would have betrayed him to the Cheyennes 
and Arapahoes, who surrounded the island. 
HE LEFT THE CAMP 
of hisfriends at the hour of midnight and 
reached the Indian camp before daybreak, but 
could not get oat thatday. Wrapped up in 
an old Indian blanket he lay on the out- 
skirts of their camp, and with a feeling ot 
despair listened to the sound of fighting, as 
they attacked bis besieged friends and com- 
panions. After what appeared anfalmost in- 
terminable time to the scout darkness once 
more cast its sable robes over him and he suc- 
ceeded in getting out of the camp, and running 
and walking without food or shelter he at last 
reached Ft. Wallace. Arriving there he was 
almost exhausted, but he never rested, 
and informing the commanding off. 
cer of the danger in .which dis 
comrades stood he piloted 2,000 troops to 
their rescue. When they arrived at Beecher 
Island the fight had lasted nine days, and out 
of the seventy brave scouts who had entered 
the campaign only twenty were left alive. 
For his bravery on thisoccasion Jack bas been 
repeatedly complimented by the army officers, 
— ranks to-day as one of the greatest of all 
ving , :

walks off down the street you are at once im- 
pressed with his manly bearing, and notice 
the fact that he is lame, and on the 
cause of this lameness there hangs a 
tale. Years ago, when Tombstone, Ariz., 
was in the bands of stage robbers and other 
cut throats under the command of the notori- 
ous Wyatt Earpe, once a police officerin this 
city, Frank Stillwell, a brother ot Comanche 
Jack, was acting Mayor of the place, Between 
Frank’s crowd and that of Earpe’s the most 
bitter feeling prevailed. One night Frank 
shot Morg. Earpe and the next day one of the 
gang killed the Mayor withashotgun. Hear- 
ing of his brother’s death, Jack Stillwell 
hastened to Tombstone and found that it was 
in the hands of desperadoes. Well knowing 
Jack by reputation the law abiding citizens 
appointed him Sheriff, and he at ence went 
into the wholesale killing business. He un- 
dertook to clear out the touchs, and he suc- 
ceeded but almost lost his life in the work. 
In ore day he bad five horses shot from under 
him and, In falling, one of them fell on his leg 
and broke it in aterrible way. Releasing him- 
self as soon as possible, Jack mounted an- 
other horse ridden by one of his posse and, 
with that broken leg dangling back and forth, 
the indomitable Sheriff rode fifteen miles be- 
fore he overtook his man. He found him at 
last, and the next day the Coroner held an in- 
quest over 
THE DEAD DESPERADO’S 
body. Then, and not until then, he went and 
haa his broken leg set, but he has been 
slightly lame ever since. While in that 
country he killed a large number of men in 
the discharge of hie duty and to avenge bis 
brother’s death. 

During his latter years and while in the Ter- 
ritory as a Deputy United States Marshal, 
Jack bas killed several men and be has had 
several narrow escapes. He only confesses 
to being in any way afraid of one man and that 
is a large negro murderer named Barney 
Cooper, who is now serving outa five year 
term in the penitentiary. Barney was 4 
soldier, and several years ago assaulted and 
murdered an old Indian woman, the sister-in- 
law of old ‘‘Wirlwind,’’ the Cheyenne chief. 
Jack captured Barney, and in bringing bis 
prisoner to this city placed irons on the ne- 
gro’s bands and feet. As they were ridin 
poe inthe stage Barney by a magnificen 
exbibition of strength broke a pair of new 
handcuffs for the Marshal, and then turnin 
to Jack sald with 4a grin o 
delight, ‘‘How’s that, Masse Jack?’’

He 
insisted that if party divisions were healed, as 
they could de through his election, France 
would never be attacked. 
THE LAST APPEAL. 

When Paris awoke to-day Boulanger’s final 
proclamation was liberally pasted in every 
street. In it he affirms at the beginning the 
firmness of his republicanism and appeals to 
all those who are desirous to put ap end to 
the abuses of jobbery and the reckless 
squandering which now paralyze all attempts 
atreform. Tothis he adds that there must 
be no misunderstanding as to his Republican 
principles, for he affirms strongly that all his 
efforts willtend towards the maintenance of 
the National Republic. 

A FORECAST OF THE RESULT. 

The feeling among the general public to- 
night is that Boulanger will be elected fon the 
first vote. Butthis is purely political talk. 
Your correspondent is of a different opinion. 
Here is a forecast by men who are best com- 
peteut to judge. Floquet thinks a second 
ballot probable. Clemenceau fancies that 
Jacques is sure to win, but that probably 
there will be more than one ballot. Lockroy 
believes Jacques will come in first. Andrieux 
is of the contrary opinion, but says Boulanger 
will be beaten on the ballotage. Michelin pre- 
dicts Boulanger’s triumph.

The mere personal aspect of the matter 
is dismissed as unimportant. Lord Salisbury 
is credited with baving spoken very frankly 
with the Russian Ambassador in London on 
the subject, and that is as far as he will prob- 
ably consider it necessary to go. The fear is, 
however, that this attack on Sir Robert 
Morier is only the beginning of an anti- 
English movement which may have serious 
national consequences. Popular report in 
Berlin credits the present Emperor not simply 
with vague dreams of general aggrandize- 
ment, but with aspecial and particular hos- 
tility-to England and an ambition to humiliate 
Great Britain and curb its power. The recent 
German naval maneuvres, in which the Em-* 
peror took an active interest, were at the time 
openly spoken of by German military and 
naval men as a demonstration against En- 
gland and the elaborate efforts which are be- 
ing made to place the German navy on an et- 
fective footing are regarded by them as being 
made entirely with a view to a possible 
rupture with Great Britain. Under Emperor 
William II. anti-English prejudice appears to 
be developing into a chronic erase. 
of which itis difficult to forsee the ultimate 
result. 

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

Lord Charies Beresford, in speaking on the 
naval resources of Germany. said: ‘*The 
African biockade andthe conflict in Samoa 
have acted as a stimulus to the German 
Reichstag to support without opposition the 
Government plans for the increasing of the 
navy. The German Navy, like that of Italy, 
is the creation of recent years, but it has de- 
veloped upon very different lines and has at- 
tracted less attention than it deserves, be- 
cause its progress has been mainly in a 
difection not easily perceived by the general 
public. The Italians have constructed a 
series of the finest iron-ciad battle ships in the 
world. The Germans have for several years 
devoted their efforts to the creation of a 
skilled corps of naval officers and a sufficient 
body of trafned seamen for all emergencies. 
The principle has been first of all to found the 
growth of naval power upon professional 
knowledge and character. With this object 
in view the German Government has kept a 
portion of its fleet constantly occupied in 
long cruises, giving to men of all ranks that 
experience in seamanship which makes the 
sailor the type of daring snd of ready re- 
sources. Every effort has been made to ren- 
der the position of an officerin the navy no 
less honorable and attractive than 
that of an officer of correspond- 
ing rank in the army, and the 
probability is that the German navy is better 
manned and better officered than that of any 
continental power. The intellectual and 
moral foundation having thus been laid, it is 
thought that the time has come fora further 
development of material strength. Accord- 
ingly the keels of no less than twenty-eight 
new vessels of war areto belaid inthe near 
future. The German fleet will, upon their 
completion, be much more formidable than 
the mere mention of its numerical strength 
will reveal, because, as has been pointed out 
by Admiral Colomb, in case of war Germany 
can carry on her commerce through neutral 
ports, and, thus evading the necessity for the 
protection of her mercantile marine, concen- 
trate hernavy for active defensive or offensive 
operations.’’

The Arab Slave Traders and Their Brutal 
Work in the Soudan. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 


ONDON, January 26.— 
The British foreign of- 
fice has received a 

dispatch from Zanzi- 

bar, stating that the 

Arabs engaged in the 

slaughter of Mis- 

sionary Brooks and 

his sixteen followers, 

sent word that ‘‘The 

deed was committed 

in revenge for Eng- 

land’s anti-slave trade 

policy, and that missionary works in Central 
Africa were to be exterminated.’’ Speaking of 
the subject this afternoon an attache of the 
office who has had considerable experience in 
African affairs, said: ‘‘There is too much 
reason to accept this declaration of policy as 
authentic, and to fear its execution cannot be 
hindered. Before attempting a survey of the 
success of this Arab invasion I will endeavor 
to show what it means. Afew years ago the 
natives of Central Africa lived a life that 
has fitly been called idyllic. Man was there 
in his primeval state. He was to all appear- 
ance quite happy, without wants. One stick 
painted made himaspear. Twosticks rubbed 
together made him a fire. Fifty sticks tied 
together made him a house. Their, bark made 
his clothes and their fruit his food. These 
people have been called lazy, but they had no 
need to work. Among these simple, unpro- 
tected tribes Arabs pour in from the North and 
East with the deliberate purpose of making 
this paradise a hell.. Wherever they go in 
Africa the followers of Islam are the destroy- 
ers of peace, the breakers-up of the patri- 
archal life, the dissolvers of the family tie.

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SCHOOL REFORM. 

Tus St. Louis Kindergarten Association 
organized to secure “such change in the 
‘laws of the State as will permit the cit- 
‘tizens of St. Louis to provide for their 
‘children under 6 years of age the bene- 
„Hits of which they are now deprived’’ 
(by a Supreme Court decision limiting 
school tax expenditures to children, over 
§ years of age) will probably find press 
and public ready to support all measures 
to that end which arenot culculated to 
deprive children over 6 of the benefits 
which it isthe main object of a public 
school system to secure to all children of 
school age. 

A well-ordered system of free public 
nurseries to care for infants of tender age 
and to develop as far as possible their in- 
tellectual and moral natures by skillful 
training, would be a great relief to fami- 
lies, and especially to poor families. But 
it is a condition, nota theory, which con- 
fronts us, and the simple question is 
whether school room and the proper and 
more important objects of the school tax 
and the school system shall be sacrificed 
for any other object under the sun. 

School reports from all the cities of the 
Union demonstrate the startling fact that 
the great majority of children of school 
age can not spend more than four or five 
years in the schools, and that about four- 
fifths of them are practically deprived of 
proper and timely instruction in “the 
three R’s” by a system which devotes too 
much school room and too much school 
work and time to other and less important 
things. 

The great school question now is how to 
correct this gigantic wrong. It cannot be 
mitigated by dedicating a large part of the 
insufficient school room and the insuf- 
ficient school funds te the free public 
nursery business. When ample room and 
tuition shall have been provided, and the 
school course sifall have been arranged to 
impart thorough instruction in ‘‘the 
three R’s’’ te every child who can stay in 
the school four or five years be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 12 or 14, 
what is left of school room, school 
fundsand school facilities may be well 
devoted toa number of useful or even 
ornamental educational extras, includ- 
ing kindergartens, technical schools, art 
svhools, industrial schools and what not. 
But these can all wait until ‘‘the three 
R’s’’ and the great majority of children 
shall have been accorded first right of 
way anda better chance than they now 
have in the schools of any city.

Sometime before sundown Mrs. Glymph 
came into theroom where her husband was 
and took his gun out and afterwards brought 
it back. On examining it he found that the 
cartridges had been removed. He asked 
his wife for them. She finally’ said 
„Johnny give them to him.“ He took them 
from his vest pocket and handed them to Mrs. 
Glymph, who gave them to her husband. 
Just after dusk Mac Glymph saw his brother 
coming into the house in a threatening man- 
ner. e was entering the house by way 
of the steps leading from the ground to a piat- 
form extending from the dining room to the 
cook room. ac Glymph, in bis testimony, 
gays in regard to him: ‘‘Isaw John just us 
he stepped on the platform. He had his right 
hand up over his shoulder, and 
1 saw i the 9 of a istol. 
At that moment shot and he fell, with his 
prey bey. the cook-room and his legs and feet 
on the platform.“

INDIANS EXCITED. 


Call for Troops to Keep Down a Threatened 
Disturbance. 


By Telepraph to the Posr-Disrarcu. 

CLOQUET, Minn., January 26.—At a council 
of Indians on the Fon du Lac reservation, 
held last night, a petition was sent to the 
commander of troops at St. Paul, 


asking for help to keep down a re- 
bellion. The trouble is over 
government order to stop loggers 
cutting logs on the reservations. The history 
of the whole trouble is about as follows: As 
a result of the Senate investigation an order 
was issued by the department March 13 last, 
to stop all entting on all reservations in La 
Pointe Agency. All work was stopped under 
this order but hauling. On November 18, 
the department issued an order permitting 
contractors to complete their contracts on 
thie reservation, which amounted to about 
25,000,000 feet. Work was carried on unt 
December W. when another order was re- 
celved suspending work. This was not 
fully obeyed, as hauling was kept 
up, though cutting was stopped. The con- 
tractors had been in the habit of advancing 
money to the Indians, and this course was 
claimed to be necessary. Thousands of dol- 
lars have deen thus advanced, and Con- 
tractor Hynes has over $7,000 on 
his books, $25 against one In 
dian. On January 18 an order was 
received notifying the former to stop all cut- 
ting of timber and thatit was imperative and 
must be obeyed. On the List a notice was re- 
ceived by the contractors that they must not 
remove any timber they bad cut from the 
reservation. There has been no work or haul- 
ing since thattime. The Indians are, how- 
ever, greetly excited.

BURROUGHS DEFEATS CANBY. 


Result of the Election in the Third Illinois 
Judicial! District. 


The special election for Ciroult Judge of the 
Third Judicial District of Lilinois was held 
yesterday. The polis in East St. Louis opened 
at 9 a. m. and closed at 4 p. m. The day was 
unusually quiet, and there seemed to be but 
very little interest manifested among the 
citizens. Nearly all of the registered 
voters who went tothe polis cast their bal- 
lots in the morning and towards noon about 
the entire vote of the citizens was received. 
Benjamin H. Canby, the Republican candidate 
for Circuit Judge, could be seen in the morn- 
ing driving around to the various polling 
places ofthecity receiving the hearty con- 
gratulations of those who supported hin. 
The Democratic candidate was Benjamin 
R. Burroughs, and he lives in Edwardsville. 
The complete returns of the city werein at 5 
o'clock p. m., ami it was found that a very 
light vote had been polled. The vote 
amounts to 1,308, which is a little more than 
half of the entire registration of the city, 
which amounts to 2,585. Of these ballots 690 
were cast for Benjamin H. Oanby,

STRUGGLING WITH A CATAMOOUNT. 


A Young Hunter’s Fearful Fight for Life in 
Carbon County, Pa. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispratcr. 
HUNTINGTON, Pa., January 26. 


ONSIDERED both geo- 

graphically and as re- 

gards society, Carbon 

Township, in this coun- 

ty, is widely known as 

one ot the most deso- 

late and dangerous re- 

gions in the interior of 

the State. Few persons

except hardy hunters and miners. Its popu- 
lation consists chiefly of a dangerous class of

They had selected a disused woodman’s 
cabin in one of the most remote parts of the 
mountain, nearly eight miles from the near- 
est habitation. — nad previously decided 
to break camp to-day and selected Thursday 
forthe final bear hunt. It was agreed that 
— py and Reed should scour the country 
north ofthe camp, while their companions, 
Neff and Rielly, were to gotnasoutherly di- 
rection, and that all should meet ata large 
spring in the mountain, a mile and a half west 
of their quarters. Claghorn and Reed set out 
first and after going only a short distance 
their dog found bear’s tracks, which they 
followed for nearly an hour, finally tracking 
druin to his retreat among rocks of immense 
proportions. In order to drive him out they 
set fire to some brush at the opening 
in the 1 — their R eflorte were 
unsuccessful. was then proposed 
that one of them remain at the bear's 
den while the other returned for their com 
panions. Reed accordingly started for the 
camp, leaving Claghborn and the dog behind. 
Some time af had gon rn’s at-

near by, a forgetting his charge in 
the rocks, he hastened in the direction whence 
the sound emanated. Going buta short dis- 
tance into the woods he soon dis- 
covered the cause of the dog’s alarm. 
Crouching on the limb of a high oak, he

peepee make a spring upon the dog. 
“alling his rifle quickly to bis shouider 
Claghorn fired, striking the antmal in the 
fleshy part of the neck just as it had sprung 
from its high perch. 

The shot failed to take effect, and when the 
catamount alighted on the ground instead of 
directing ite attention tothe dog, it made a 
spring a Claghorn, lighting on dis 
shoulders and forcing him to the ground. 
With his dog’s assistance he grappled with 
the infuriated animal, and succeeded, after 
numerous attempts, in planting his knife in 
its side near the heart, Killing it almost in- 
stantly. Before this could be accomplished, 
however, the catamount had horribly mutil- 
ated Claghorn’s n. His breast and neck 
were ripped open, his left arm slit from the 
shoulder downward, and his face, hands and 
scalp frightfully lacerated. Three deep gashes 
were made by the animal’s claws in his left 
cheek, and his left ear almost cut into shreds. 
Early during the fight the dog received its 
death blow from the catamount’s fore paw. 

From fatigue and loss of blood Olaghorn 
soon became unconscious, and was found an 
hour laterin this condition by his compan- 
fons. His wounds were roughly dressed, after 
which he was d back to camp and a 
bysician from Coalmont summoned. His in- 
uries are regarded as very dangerous, and se- 
rious apprehension is felt for his recovery. 
The catamount was a full-grown male and 
measured 5 feet $ inches from tip to tip.

THE FUTURE ASSURED. 


Sugar Productlon in Kansas Will Succeed, 
Tariff or No Tariff. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

Kansas City, Mo. January %.—Mr. James 
Groose, a business man of Ft. Scott, who has 
interested himself largely in the manufacture 
of sorghum sugar, was in the city to-day and 
said to a reporter: The future of this indus- 
try in Kansas is assured, whether the tariff on 
sugar is reduced or net and whether the 
bounty is allowed or not. The payment ofa 
bounty, however, would give it a great impe- 


tus and cause the erection of many smail 
plants. The day will come when thére will be 
as many sugar miile in Kansas as there 
are flour mills. There is already a bounty of 
2 cents a pound paid by the State, and this Is 
only ona limited amount until the business 
shall become well established. While the 
cost has been a little more, owing to the fact 
that the manufacturer is just emerging from 
the experimental stage, the sugar can be made 
for 3 cents a pound. Therefore a 1-cent bounty 
would represent one-third of the cost. 
Sorghum can be raised almost all over Kansas, 
and it flourishes in wet or dry seasons 
whether any other crop will grow or 
not. The sugar mills furnish the farmers, the 
seeds and pay them $2 a ton for the crop, 
which runs from ten to fifteen tons to the 
acre. Thecrop brings the farmer about $25 
per acre, on the average. This is more per 
acre than can be got on any other crop, for 
sorghum is the cheapest thing to raise. 
There is at present a sugar mii! at Fort Scott, 
one. at Topeka, one at Douglass and perhaps 
one or two others, but during the next year 
a number more will be built, and small mille 
will spring up all over the State if the bounty 
is allowed. A direct payment to the manu- 
facturers will help them more than any duty 
on imported sugar.’’ 


A MORAL CRUSADE, 


Hannibal Is Wrestiing With the Sunday 
Closing Law.

HANNIBAL, Mo., January 26.—Sticklers for 
Sunday observance are greatly agitated in this 
city at present, and Dr. Allen, a leading spirit 
in the moral crusade, is to-day circulating a 
petition to the City Council praying that all 
places of business be closed on Monday. The 
trouble has grown out ot the sale of whiszy 
on Sunday by the drug stores in this city that 


operate under a dramsbop license. Side 
doors of some of the saloons are kept open on 
Sunday, and when goaded about their viola- 
tion of the law they justify themselves by re- 
ferring to the open sale of whisky and 
beer bythe drug stores. F. Roderick, a 
former Mayor, undertook to enforce the Sun- 
day law to its very strictest letter, and thereby 
dug a political grave from which he can never 
be resurrected. Surday-law breakers smile at 
this incident knowingly, which means, that 
they do not believe that the Democratic Mayor 
will beard the lion in his den as did his prede- 
cessor. What the result will be cannot be 
surmised, but the sentiment of the better ciass 
of citizens is that the law should either be re- 
pealed orenforced. The Grand-jury is in ses- 
sion, and are said to be giving their attention 
to the gambling-houses and the illegal sellers 
of whisky in the city. Hordes of the local 
sports are notably absent fromthecity.

MR. BRYANT’S LECTURE 
yesterday morning wasonthe ‘‘Relation of 
Greek Sculpture to Greek Religion. He 
said: 
The primitive form of the Greek religion, 
like that of every other, is seen to have in- 
volved two essential, yet contrasted, ele- 
ments. The one was the human, the other 
was the natural or physical. In the Oriental 
world nature overwhelmed man and man 
stoodin helpless awe of nature. With the 
Greeks for the first time man arose superior 
to nature, reducing it tothe rank of an in- 
strument and even to a mere ornament for the 
use and pleasure of man as a seif-directing 
agent. Thus, whitlein Oriental religions the 
outer element of nature is predominant, in the 
religion of the Greeks the human element 
speedily gains the ascendency and the Hellenic 
gods appear at an early period as indisputably 
personal agents. The mingling of these ele- 
ments would seem to have been most pro- 
nounced and significant where the natural 
element was light. The presence of light, and 
especially the light of the sun, gives giadness, 
as does the presence of the protecting head of 
the household. So the absence of light, like 
the absence of the human protector, brings 
gloom. For the latter there was a final ad- 
sence—death. So the setting of the sun came 
to be regarded as the dying of light. But the 
sun was dally born again into new life-giving 
vigor; and so, too, the deceased man was con- 
ceived to have a life extending beyond death— 


a mysterions life with immeasurably in- 
creased power for good or evil. The dead 
man was in fact conceived as a living god with 
owers analogous to those of thesun. Similar- 
y tothe sun were spontaneously attributed 
ö which in reality pertain only to man. 

© that by degrees the sun as the most con- 
spicuous of all natural objects uld not fail 
to’impress primitive man ae bein personal 
power bringing biessings to men, nd during 
whose absence evil powers sought bring 
about man’s destruction. .

The gentle breeze ‘‘ceresses’’ the wander- 
er. The ‘‘generous’’ rains descend, and the 
‘*thirsty’’ earth drinks“ up the moisture. 
On the other hand all the extfaordinary 
powers of nature are spontane- 
ously attributed in greater or less 
degree to the deceased 2 by his survivors. 
and because Light is the most impressive of 
all the aspects of nature it is but inevitable 
that superhuman powers suggested by the 
effects of solar radiance should be especially 
attributed to the deceased head and defender 
of a household by his survivors. And the 
more because of the really profound anaiogy 
between physical light and human inteilii- 
gence, 

Bat this growing estimate of the power of 
the deceased man would be strengthened in 
another rg also. With the death of each 
succeeding head of the household there must 
inevitably be brought about by degrees a 
fusion of the stories of strength and prowess 
told of all these ancestors into a history of the 
deeds of one great ancestor. 

Thus the intermingling of human with 
natural elements and by the cumulative his- 
tory of the Divine Progenitor there would be 
— 4 an ever-growing conception of a 
great Power above men protecting them and 
guiding their destinies. 

And still further: With the conquest 
of tribe by tribe there must arise the concep- 
tion of a victorious national divinity to whom 
all othere are subordinate. And with the 
ceasele intermingling of the natural with 
the human cbaracteristics such divinities 
must be conceived as not only gods having to 
do with the destinies of men, but also as pow- 
ers controlling the events of nature, 

This process has its beginning in wonder, 
advances through myth to science, and cul- 
minates in the clearly comprehended and yet 
ever-unfolding Revelation of Reason. 

One phase of tis revelation—the most im- 

ortant in the religion of the Greeks—is 
ound in the evolution of the worship of 
Apollo. Heis atfirst the Sun-God—the God 
of Light in the merely physical sense. But 
witb this the human element mingles inevita- 
bly, and especially among the finely endowed 
Greeks; so that from being the god of pbys- 
ical light, Apollo becomes the god of spiritual 
light, the god of enlightenment, of moral 
clearness and purity. The images of this god 
used in connection with his worship are in- 
deed rude and often shapeless pillars, some- 
times in the form of an obelisk, symbol of the 
sun’s rays. But the human element cannot 
be suppressed, and multitudes of images in 
the form of a lithe, strong, beautiful, youth- 
ful man are formed in honor of this all-iliu- 
mining, all-cheering divinity. Thus his wor- 
ship ia a constant stimulus to the develop- 
mentof anoble form of plastic art, in which 
the artist is,in his very work as an artist, 
also performing the selemn task of revealing 
a K to men. 

This influence, too, becomes one of unver- 
sal Hellenic significance. For Apollo, in his 
peculiar character of the god of enlighten- 
ment, is looked to more and more for direc- 
tion, so that his temple becomes the center of 
the t Amphictyonic league or federation 
ofail the genuine Greek States. Ana this 

ives rise to the organization of great national 

estivais in honor of the gods. In these festi- 
vals the Greek youths shall show their 
strength, their skill, their graceful devotion 
the beautiful guardians of man’s welfare. 
hey enter into ideal contests for ideal ends. 

These games, too, with their wholly poetic

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Hence it is that in giving his poetic, ideal- 
ized summary of this historic process, Homer 
may be regarded as the creator of the gods of 
Greece ; and such, itis well known, Herodotus 
declared him to be, t he shares this 
honor with Heriod, The Homeric poems con- 
stitute the firat great national art work of the 
Greeks. And itis in those poems that the 
de of Greece first assume a distinct plastic 
orm. Here, and ever after, the art aud the 
religion of Greece are completely interfused. 
If, on the other hand, we turn to the second 
reat national struggie—to the prosaio- bistor- 
cal Persian wars—we find again that with the 
Greeks art and religion are inseparable. Nay, 
this last historic struggle gives rise to the en- 
thusiasm that oulminates in the one 
supreme effort of plastic art in the 
history of the world. Not one hero only 
but rather the whole Greek people were 
struck with biindness at sight of their gods in 
these great battles. But the blindness was 
simply the incapacity to see thereafter any- 
thing whatever that was undivine. Fora balf 
century succeading the Persian wars the 
Greeks saw or seemed to see nothing but the 
divine beauty of their gods and sought after 
nothing but the adequate expression in mar- 
ble of their reverence, their admiration for, 
their gratitude to those gods. The culmin- 
ating point of the Greek religion was the cul- 
minating point of Greek art. The one neces- 
sarily involved the other and they were ever 

completely intertused.

DISTINGUISHED JAPANESE. 


They Seek . Information Concerning Ameri- 
ca’s Public Land System. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., January B.- Two dis 
tinguished gentlemen of Japan, Messrs. 
Gouchi Sodamoto and Oro Kanemoto, are here 
from Washington City, where they have been 
for some time representing their Government 
on a special mission. They bear letters of in- 
troduction from the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office at the Capital to the local 
representatives of the Land Department. Mr. 
Sodamoto is the Commissioger of the local 


Government of Hakkaido, Japan, and Mr. 
Kanemoto is fromjSappero. There are, they 
say, a great many leagues of land in Japan 
owned by the Government which it desires to 
divide up into townships and dispose of. 
The Government decided to send Messrs. So- 
damoto and Kanemoto America to study our 
land system and get an idea of how the Goy- 
ernment disposes of ite public property. They 
spent some time in Washington and were 
courteously shown the workings of the de- 

artment. They desired, bowever, to get an 
neight into State work and came to Louls- 
iana. Col. J. Massie Martin of the Land 
Office, and Surveyor-General Calhoun Fluker 
had the two gentiemen as visitors this morn- 
ing and showed them around, explaining the 
general conduct of the business. The two 
commissioners have obtained all the informa- 
tion they want and will leave shortly for 
home, where they will report to their govern - 
ment the results of their inquiries. Neither of 
them speak English well, but they under- 
stand the language quite clearly.

EVERTING to the sub- 
ject of real estate, the 
number of sales con- 
summated at this sea- 
son of the year is re- 
markabie, True, the 
mild winter bas been 
= equally remarkable and 
doubtless has  stimu- 
lated a good many 
people to buy sooner 
than they. would other- 
wise have done had 
this section of the 
earth been wrapped, as 
it usually is during Jan- 
Muary, la a mantle of ice 
and snow. 

These numerous early speculations and in-

A great deal of this sort of building will be 
done duting the coming spring, and that 
feature of the real estate market stimulates 
other owners to make improvements, and 
house construction of this kind sets people 
who don’t own afoot of ground to thinking 
about providing themselves with a home, and 
the next thing these same landless individuals 
are on the market buying a piece of real 
estate. In this way one movement is followed 
by another, until the demand for houses and 
lots is exceptionally good, and it is more than 
probabie that the brisk winter business in 
realty will be multiplied many fold by the 
time that the commons are reren again.

She chose rather to present the part within 
the discreet limits of latter-day naturalism, 
It, therefore, lost somewhat of its personal 
pomp and high-stepping paces, but it gained 
in concrete sympathy andincident. It was as 
least a newly human and natural Lady Mac- 
beth—not entirely unsexed, either, in its con- 
ception or its execution. 

I never saw an audience so intensely anxious 
as was that which assembied on the first 
nignt of this performance. It had 
said to itself: There is a pos- 
sible thrill of failure to-night. Vaulting 
ambitions may overleap itself. When the 
actress made ber appearance and began to 
read the letter you could have cut the scheme 
with a breath. A wink would have been 
audibie. When she had got to the end ofthe 
scene the play was won, so far as she was con- 
cerned. She had given the keynote ot der 
performance. It may not have been the major 
key of tradition, but it was clear, decided, 
unperturbed, human and admirably natural. 

Atthe close of the scene the suspended 
thoughts of her assemblage buzzed into ap- 
proval likeaswarm of bees and then broke 
into the crepitant, planditory nolse of kidded 
hands, as if a flock of doves were beating 
their wings overhead. Whatever else Mrs. 
Langtry might do with Lady Macbeth now, it 
was felt that she would not make her a fiasco, 

Isaw her sleep-walking scene the second 
night and gecognized at once how unfair it 
was to judge her in it from the first nicht's 
effort. She had got over the trepidatiqp,and 
uncertainty incident to the worry and sus- 
pense of a first night and was now putting ber 
intent into viear evidence. Mrs. Langtry is 


a remarkable example of modest ability, win- 
ning steady and growing approval by undevi- 
ating purpose and marvelvuus good taste. Her 
performance of Lady Macbeth is without any 
supernal heights or shuddering tragic depths, 
but it is one of the most interesting perform- 
ances of a great role that Jever saw. It is ab- 
solutely devoid of the smallest semblance of 
clap-trap, and 1 suppose there is no 
Shakspearean play, possibly with the single 
exception of Richard III.,“ about which 
stage clap-trap has clustered with greager 
luxuriance. 
in the sleep- walking scene, and in the ban- 
quet scene refuses to avail herself of the time- 
honored expedients for bringing the charac- 
ter to the front and for taking the stage. She 
persistently subordinated herself to the con- 
ditions and relations of her part with refer- 
ence to the story and the other personages. 

Mr. Chas. Coghian did the same thing. Take 
that scene with what Hood called ‘‘the shade 
made dlade. has always 
been trumpeted 
expounded. 
in reason just what Mr. Coghlan made it, 
the perplexed reverie ofa man whose consci- 
ence and reason dispute the Illusion. It isa 
subjective struggle on his mind, not an apos- 
trophe to a dagger. 

This bewildering perplexity was made al- 
most startling in the banquet scene. But Mr. 
Coghlan took good care to show bow 
Macbeth’s evil fancies had grown in the mean- 
while, and how an imagination worked upon 
by fear comes in the end to dominate the rea- 


son.

A suite of rooms, parlor, sitting - rooms, dining 
und cooking apartments, and dormitories in 
the upper stories, were found sufficiently 
commodious at the start, but with the design 
of ultimately including all the houses in the 
block for the accommodation of the fraternity 
more room was added from time to time. The 
community was officered in the usual manner 
of corporations. It had its President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, etc., and embraced a coun- 
cil, ot course, who met at stated periods and 
cases of emergency to confer 
on the interests of the community 
and regulate what it found amiss. 
80 far as can be ascertained there are no re- 
ligious or political ties which hold or bind the 
members of the society together; nothing but 
the practical and noble object of mutual aid, 
based on moneyed contributions in the shape 
of capital stock and initiatory fees, swelled by 

. weekly returns into the common treasury of 
the earnings of each member. This is to fur- 
nish shelter, clothing, fuel and victuals to 
each member, and createsafund for future 
improvements and extension of the build- 


ings.

TOPEKA, Kan., Janusry 2%.—There was a 
warm discussion in the House of Representa- 
tives this moring over a resolution offered by 
Mr. Hober, asking the newspapers of Kansas 
to suppress the publication of certain reports 
as to the condition of the western part of 
Kansas which might be damaging to the State. 
He claimed such articles had been published, 
and were picked up by the Eastern journals 


and used against the State. Mr. Hoch denied 
that the Kansas newspapers were engaged in 
slandering the State, and said he would vote 
to condemnthe Eastern newspapers which 
were lying about Kansas, but the Kansas 
press was be commended for its loyalty to 
the State.

He Mulcts Alabama Colered Farmers Out 
f of $2,500, 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Duraron. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 26.—The colored 
contingent in several ot the settlements ad- 
jacent to Tuscaloosa, and particularly in tne 
Foster’s Ferry neighborhood, are very indig- 
nant over the slick manner in which they 
were taken in on an alleged real estate deal 
by one of their own race during the past 
week. 


On Tuesday a uineé specimen of the Afri- 
can dude of mature — alighted from the 
Alabama Great Southern train at Tuscaloosa 
and went to a hotel, whose accommodations 
are strictly for colored . and registered 
under the name 3 - Josiah Thornton, 
Philadelphia.’’ After getting his dinner he sent 
the porter to a livery stable with an order for 
the finest turnout in the stable. The porter 
stated that it was foracolored man, and the 
stable man did not take much trouhle to pick 
outa fine rig, but sent one with instructions 
to collect in advance. The Rev. Josiah did 
not like the one sent, but returned it with a 
$10 bill and told the stable boy to tell the 
‘*boss’’ that he wanted something nicer, and 
for him to help himeeilf out of the bill.’’ 
The ‘*boss’’ helped himself to §7.50 and sent a 
nice turnout, and a few minutes later the Rev. 
Josiah was driving out the pike at arapia rate 
with a cigar between bis teeth and a bright, 
shining silk hat on his head. * 

He drove at once to Foster“ s Ferry and con- 
ducted his operations in that neighborhood 
tor two days. To all the colored men he met, 
who appeased to have a little money on hand, 
he unfolded the details of a big scheme which 
was designed to make them all property- 
holders and place themin the possession of 
allthe money they wanted on which to con- 
duct their farming Operations. He repre- 
sented himself to be the agent fof a Northern 
syndicate with boundless resources, whose 
sole object was to place the colored man on a 
better financial ~~ His company was 
composed of great, -Dearted, Northern 
philanthropists, who had iong had their 
eyes on the down-trodden negro in the South 
where he had to buy bis supplies on red! 
and mortgage his crop to pay for the same, 
and they had evolved the idea of making the 
colored people in Alabama independent of 
their white task masters. They would there- 
fore buy homes for them and the deeds would 
be made out in the names ot those who de- 
sired to purchase, the ae 4 securing it- 
self by taken a mortgage on the ra 
and only charge them Gper cent for the use 
of the money, instead of demanding a bi 
share of the crops, or a big money rent. 1 
the tenant did not wish to purchase they 
would rent the property to him at the same 
rate. In other words, if a piece of property 
cost them $300, the yearly rent would be tie. 

He further sald that to a tenant who was 
making a crop, an advanee would be made on 
his crop of $206, payable when the crop was 
made and at the same low rate of interest. 

It is needless to add that the 6 per cent 
proposition went straight to the average 
negro’s heart, and when an advance of $10 on 
each forty acres purchased was demanded as 
a guarantee of good faith on their part a large 
number paid the amount without a suspicion 
that 3 Was wrong. During the two 
days that e spent in the Foster's 
Ferry neighborhood the swindler took 
in over $00 from that neighborhood 
alone. At the close of the second day 
the negroes grew suspicious when they saw 
the amount of money that he had collected, 
and when he left for Tuscaloosa in the even- 
ing two men were sentto watch him. He got 
wind of the factthat he was being watched 
and took the night train for the South. The 
next day reports began to come in showing 
that he had victimized other localities. It is 
estimated that the rascal has worked the 
racket to the extent of $2,500 near here. 

One of his victims in describing him said 


| that Thornton could answer questions faster 


than they were asked him, and that it was 
that fact that disarmed suspicion. Some of 
the victims yoy es their household goods 
and stock to get the money to pay the rascal.

DerTrort, Mich., January %.—The charge of 
plagiarising from H. W. Praed, brought by a 
High School pupil here against Frank Stock- 
ton, has led to the examination of the two 
short stories. Praed’s is entitled A Question 
of Gravity, while Stockton’sis ‘‘Negative 
gravity.’* Praed’s story was published fifty 
years ago. 

In the Praed story a Russian chemist dis- 
covers that gravity is compounded of certain 
elements. eis enabled to make an extract 

which he calls ‘‘the essential oll of 
Gravity.“ This he places ina case covered 
by gauze after the manner of the mined safety 
lamp, and by squeezing out theair,on allowing 
it access to the fluid, the operator was enabled 
to extract gravity from himself and 80 to 
rise or descend at will. 

In Stockton’s story an American chemist in- 
vents a machine by which he evolves ‘‘nega- 
tive gravity, a force that enables the wearer 
of the machine to rise or descend by turning 
a screw. 

Praed’s man lost his sweetheart because 
she thought him possessed of the devil. 
Stockton’s man’s son is refused his fiance 
because her father thinks the ohemist insane. 
Praed’s man rises in the air with- 
out being able to get down. People 
hoots at im, and one man 
shoot at him, but the bullet had lost its pene- 
trating force. He fears starvation while up 
in the alr, but a wind blows bim against a 
church and he gets down. 

Stockton also gets up and can not get down, 
but he only rises fifteen feetorso. He fears 
death in the air and looks forward to his 
skeleton ranging over the city. A wind blows 
him against awindowand he scares his two 
children in bed but can not — down uatil 
his wife hooks him with a fishing pole. 

In other particulars the stories vary more or 
less, but the idea is essentially thesame. The 
idea, of course, is one which Mr. Stockton 
may have conceived without recourse to 
Praed’s, or he might have read Praed and un- 
consciously reproduced him, as Milton repro- 
duced the ideas of classical writers, and even 
of Shakspeare; but it seems, from a careful 
comparison of the two works, that Stockton 
had read Praed’s story before writing ‘‘Nega- 
tive Gravity.’’

OPENING OF THE MERCANTILE LIBBARY IN 
NEW QUARTERS TO-MORROW, 


Description of the New Building Which Now 
Contains the Volumes—Reading-Room, 
Book - Room, Ete .—Paintings, Statuary, 
and Valuable Collections Belonging to 
— Asseciation—How They are Cared 

or. 


O-MORROW morning 


the doors of the new 


Mercantile Library 
willbe thrown open 
and the members will 
once more enjoy the 
pleasu re of accesas to 
one of the best I- 
brariés in the United 
States. The Mercan- 
tile Library is an oid 
institution and one of 
which St. Loulsans have ispoken with pride. 
For a long time they felt that the old building 
in which it was located was unworthy of the 
treasure it held and an unsafe storage placejfor 
the valuable relics, books and papers which 
have been given to the Library Association 
for safe-keeping, and some of the prominent 
citizens co-operated with the officers in start 
ing and successfully carrying forward a 
movementto substitute for the ancient and 
dangerous rookery a handsome and fre- 
proof structure. The building is done now, 
the books are in place and the library now 
has 
A PERMANENT HOME. 

The entrance to it is in the northwest corner 
of the building and the visitors enter a 
spacious vestibule, handsomely finished in 
oak. The elevator is inclosed in an open 
framework of brass, and the box makes the 
ascent to the sixth story in twelve seconds 
and comes down inten. It is rapid traveling, 
but not faster than the age. A stairway of 
stone winds about the elevator shaft, and 
both it and the elevator open into the issue 
room, where books are received and returned. 
It is a large, roomy apartment, with a marble 
floor and finishings of quartered oak. The 
walis and ceiling are decorated in colors and 
here are placed in niches the busts and 
statues. The lower part of the walisis cased 
in quartered oak and arched recesses sup- 
ported by columns of handsomely carved oak 
form the receptacies for the statuary. The 
bronze figure of Venus di Medici stands on 
an ebony pedestal by the low, 
arched windows, surrounded by exqui- 
sisitely wrought pillars of oak. The issue 
desk isin one corner, and it flanked by two 
wrought iron gates,jand above it is a wrought 
iron gfille that contrasts beautifully with the 
work inoak. Adjoining this is 

THE READING ROOM, 
the largest in the country. It is 80x80 feet, 
and occupies the northern half ofthe floor. It 
is light and airy, and most elaborately 
equipped with everything that could add to 
the convenience of those who will usefit. 


Huge settees of leather. large enough to hold 
a dozen pie, and oak chairs that are as 
comfortable as the laziest man could wish. 
The newspaper files are independent, so that 
one may sit by them undisturbed and move 
them from lace to place to i suit 
one’s convenience. They are polished 
oak tables with enough of an incline to place 
the papers atan angle that will be comfort- 
able to the eye. The floor is of olled oak, but 
on the aisies are strips of Brussels carpet. The 
building is heated by steam, but the architect 
was not without sentiment. He knew the 
comfort and consolation that an open fire 
gives, and in one of the corners of the room is 
a huge fire-place of buff tiles, with a mantel 
piece of carved oak thatis filled with little 
shelves and recesses where attractive bits of 
bric-a-brac m be set. A wood fire will be 
kept burning there in cold weather, and one 
may eit by t to read romances or dream the 
dreams that such a place suggests. 
THE BOOK ROOM 

occupies the south half of the floor. The 
shelves are ample and convenient and oare- 
fully arranged so as to have the greatest 
amount ot room combined with the t 
convenience. Thereis room tor 125, vol- 
umes though the library now contains but 
75,000 volumes. Visitors are not permitted to 
enter the k-room, but they have an excel- 
lent view of it 3 the brass open work 
which separates it m the reading-room, 
and through the same aperture comes the 
lightfrom the huge skylight over the book- 
room. The southern of the 
book-room devoted to  philosoph- 
ical works, which are classified 
under different sub-headings. The northern 
alt is given up to works on history, and they 
are subdivided according to countries. The 
poetic and romantic works are in exquisite 
oak cases in the reading-room. 

On the eastern side of the floor, about mid- 
way from the northern and southern walls, is 
a room which will bethe delight of all who 
may wish to use the library for serious literary 
or scientific work. I is exquisitely furnished 
in oak and has about three of its walis ample 
open shelves. The room is locked and one 
can only obtain ingress or egress by applying 
to one of the assistants for the former, 
or calling the assistant by means 
of an electric beil for the latter. If one wishes 
to investigate a certain subject, to prepare a 

aper or study it closely for information, one 
— simply to apply to the assistant for the 
works covering that subject and they will be 

laced on the shelves in the“ students room. 
he student may then spend as much time as 
he pleases there, working over them and the 
books will remain at his disposal for days or 
weeks, or until he notifies the assistant that 
he has finished with them. A private study 
and a private library could not be more con- 
venient and is not likely to be so handsome 
or so comfortable. The pleasure of leaving 
the pooks at night and finding them undis- 
turbed next morning will certainly be appre- 
ciate@ by the students who will use the room. 
THE LIBRARY 
is already a valuable institution, aside from 
its thousands of volumes, on account of its 
curiosities and relics. There are some which 
an antiquarian would dote upon. Ancient 
sculptures and modern works of value in 
stone, rare paintings, and curious books; and 
coins that make altogether one of the finest 
collections in the West. There is a siab s feet 
by 10, which was cut with a saw from the in- 
terior wall of one of the palaces of Nimrod, a 
suburb of Nineveh.

THE COMMITTEE’S WORK. 

The work so far has been carried on without 
any serious impositions having been practiced 
by anyone. The system wasso perfect that 
fraud was almost impossible. The people 
seeking ald followed the repeated instruc- 
tions and sought some one ofthe many regu- 
larly organized charitabie societies. These 
societies investigated carefully, through their 
agents and workers, each case that applied 
and made out tickets accordingly, 
statin just what was most needed in 
every instance. All of those who failed to 
communicate with the charitable societies 
went to the headquarters at eleventh and 
Locust streets and gave their names and ad. 
dresses. These cases were immediately turned

If the 
9 had not received previous attention 
aid was rendered immediately, and the child 
or children were supplied with what they most 
needed. 

Mrs. Charlies Cunliff, who has been in 
charge of the contributions ever since the 
Post-Disrpatcna children’s fund began op- 
erations, has been of invaluable assistance 
and has worked constantly and tirelessiy ali 
the time. She has been assisted during most 
ofthe distribution by Mesdames Spencer, 
Atwood, Street and Howard, who have de- 
voted nearly all of their time to the work.

Parts, January 16.—It seems that Emperor 
William is very much exercised over the Syd- 
hey O’Danné scandal.

traordinary career of this mysterious son- 
spirator. 

The French Government have made a 
great mistake to ili-treat me, after the many 
services rendered by me, and the many more 
that might have been in my power. m last 
week I wrote to President Carnot that if at the 
expiration of my sentence, I were escorted to 
the Swiss frontier, I wonid not show the im- 
ee documents I carried in my portfolio. 

ut he paid no attention to my appeal, and I 
hesitate uo longer. I intend to make trouble 
for aa the French and German govern- 
ments. 

hut who are you? I thought you an Irish- 
man, a patriot—at the head of the National 
League of Ireland. It is said that vo are 
going to devote the remaitider of your life to 
the freedom of Ireland, and that you have de 
cided on a war of n that you in- 
tend to take Ireland for the | „and distrib- 
ute to the people all the land possessed by the 
present landlords, etc.’’

„And what kind of Emperer do you think 
your pupil will be when called to the throne?’ 

A poor one, indeed! like all the Hohenzol- 
erns, be is a soldier, but he has no military 
intelligence. Never oan he be a general like 
bis father. I am not responsible for his hatred 
towards France and Ruésia. The blame for 
that lies with Gen. Gottberg, who perfected 
his milit education. Iwasonlya captain, 
and when the Kronpring became imperial he 
needed a general for my post. Prince William 
dislikes me; yea, he hates me! One day, when 
about 10 years oid, he was taking his bath, the 
mort l urged bim to hu the slower became 
his movements, and finally iboxed his ears. 
He has never forgiven me. Prince Wiitilam 
bas a most violent temper, but he has deter- 
mination, perseverance to a remarkable de- 
gree. itis wonderful what he can accomplish 
with his one arm. In 1860, at the time of the 
royal maneuvers in Pomerania, the Italian 
General, Count di Robiiant, who ts one-armed, 
was presented to the Prince. For many days 
William studied him attentively, and after 
patient effort succeeded in imitating the Gen- 
eral’s skillful managment of the arin remain- 
ing. Now, those who approach His Imperial 
Highness never think of bis affliction.’’ 

Let us return to yourself: After you left 
Prince William what did you do?’’ 

J plunged into diplomacy and politics and 
Jean say that I bave interfered in almost 
every great dipiomatic affair between France, 
Germany and Engiand since the year 1872. It 
was I who, inoognito, followed all the 
French maneuvres at Nancy and wrote the 
account that made so great & sensation in the 
Berliner Tagblatt. Going to Paris, my aim was 
to make the acquaintance of French officers 
and by Gen. Camperron I Was recommende 
as u professor of German. In a very short 
time I had for pupils more than sixty officers 
and each one of these officers Knew that I had 
been in the German service. With G 
Boulanger my relations were af first of a 
friendly character, afterwards rather serious, 
and to-day he does not stand very bigh in my 
estimation. In 1686 4 German officer, one of 
my comrades, wrote me tust 1 was to receive 
a box containin some military works 
and asked me to give the contents to Col. Vin- 
cent’s adjutant, Capt. Zimmer. When the 
box was opened by the Oustom house officers 
it was found to contain the latest modei of a 
German gun. I warned the German vg 
of War, notified my friend that Il could has 
execute his commission, and sent the gun to 
my house in Geneva. But German newspapers 
then said that the gue was in the hands of the 
French Minister of War, and as Boulanger oo- 
cupied that position he sent for me and asked 
if Iknew who had sent such a dispatch to the 
German press, andif I could give him in- 
formation about the Prussian spies in France. 
More than tnat, he offered me 10,000 francs for 
the gun, but this bribe I refused, and with 
emphasis. 

A few Gays after this conversation we heard 
that Sydney O’Danne bad crossed the Grand 
Duchy of mg PT ag | and entered Switzer- 
land. From Zurich he wrote Capt. Huenne 
that for a large price he would zend him a 
package of important documents concerning 
France and her military forees. As the satel- 
lites of Bismarck have always shown a willing- 
ness to bribe wherever France was concerned, 
O’Danne’s offer was accepted. The package 
was posted and when it reached Paris, instead 
of the promised documents, were found 
papers which proved that O’ ne ina 
position to compromise seriously the Hbben- 
zollerns. The Iron Chancellor seized the oc- 
casion to ask the Swiss Guvernment for the 
immediate arrest of O’Danno for having 
stolen papers belonging to tho State. The 
adventurer was Imprisoned, and as he is 
a very clever strategist he is making trouble 
for the German Government rather than for 
himself. Not a paper can be found in his pos- 
session, despite the search already made, and 
unaided he was abieto persuade the court 
to adjotrn his case so that he might gather 
evidence for his defense. For weeks Bismarck 
andthe Emperor have used their efforts to 
discover facts compromising to O’Danne, but 
all have proved fruitiess, and Capt. Huehne’s 
visit to Berlin wili probably have no result, 
direct or indirect. In any case, this contest 
between Sydney O Dange on one side and 
William II., assisted by Bismarck, on the 
other, is one Of the most curious incidents of 
dur timo.

SUPERSTITIONS. 


Animals Believed to Talk at Christmas 
Time. 


The stories thatare told about Christmas, 
particulariy in the Gail Thal, a valley in Car- 
inthia inhabited almost exclusively by Slavs, 
are remarkable, and seem to have been 
hardly even colored by Christianity. The be- 
lief that horses and cattie talk in human lan- 


guage with each other on the night between 
the 24th and eh of December is universa 
there; whether the roes and chamois enjoy 
the same privilege or are subject to the same 
penalty seems to be an open question, as few 
persons care to waste through the snow; to 
climb mountain, or even to take up their 
abode in a wood, in order to listen to their 
discourses. Even with respect te domestic 
animals, says the Saturday „everything 
has not hitherto been rendered as clear as we 
should like it to be. For example, a viliage 

riest was kind enough to furnish us with the 

ollowing story, which was written down at 

once, as much as possible in bis own words: 

It is a sim to listen to what the animals say, 
and it alwaye brin flliuck. A farm servant 
from a distance did not believe the story—a 
sin which, it may be feared, was shared both 
by the present writer and his informant. 
Stil), he retained such a balf belief as induced 
him to hide himself in the stable. The two 
borses which it contained talked to each other 
as follows: ‘‘We shall have hard work to do 
thie day week. ‘‘Yes, the servantis heavy.

An Answer to a Question From New York 
Comes From Lenden Five Minutes 
Later — A London Physician’s Three 
Hours’ Consultation With a Doctor in 
British Columbia.

= eee F- hours you may hear

_ parts of the earth. 
Europe, Asia and Africa are within call; Cen- 
tral and South America are almost within 
hearing; Austraiiais not far away. This is 
the central office of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. It is an unpretentious place, but it 
boldiy professes to hold communication with 
any civilized part of the globe. 

Men that have passed their lives in any 
business that makes electricity its servant get 
to have an oda enthusiasm for this mysterious 
force and a superstitious faith in its possibili- 
tles. They see miracles performed every day, 
and yet never quite cease to wonder at them 
or to look for more marvelous things. Wall 
street growls now if it does not receive an 
answer from London in ten minutes. Young 
men remember when communication with 
London was an all-day affair. Editor Stead of 
the Pall Mall Gazette in London once held atwo 
hours’ consultation with a correspondent at 
Victoria, British Columbia, and more recently 
a London physician consuited for three 
hours with a practitioner at Victoria when a 
nobleman’s son lay grievously Ill in that far 
northwestern city. Telegraphists have ceased 
to wonder at these feats. It is only communi- 
cating by several repetitions through 2,600 
miles of sub-marine cable and four or five 
thousand miies of land lines. A small matter, 
they say. It is an every day affair to hear San 
Francisco calling Halifax, and London calling 
Bombay through 

SEVEN THOUSAND MILES 
of land lines and cable. Telegraphists admit 
that the human relay system is a neat thing. 
It is worked on the Indo-European Co.’s line 
from Penzance on the west coastof England 
to Gibraltar, through the Mediterranean 
Sea to Malta, thence by cable and land 
lines to Aden, at the southern extremity of 
the Red Sea, and thence by cable under the 
Indian Ocean to Bombay. Here isthe way it 
is done: The message starts at Penzance, and 
as soon as the operator at Gibraltar gets the 
first letter he telegraphs it to Malta. Malta 
sends it on to Aden and Aden signals it to 
Bombay. If Gibralter misses aletterand re- 
ceilves one that makes mere nonsense, he 
does not break the circuit to get a correction, 
but cables tne mistake to Malta. Malta disre- 
gards Gibraltar’s error and any of his own 
that may occur, and Aden unquestioningly 
sends to Bombay whatever comes over the ca- 
ble. By the time the messoge reaches Bom- 
bay it contains perhaps three or four errors; 
but already the work of cor- 
rection has begun; for as soon 
as Bombay receives the first letter 


from Aden he sends it back by another cable 
to another operator. rator No. 2 sends it 
on to No. 3 at Malta and so it goes till it gets 
back to Penzance. There the errors are de- 
tected and corrections are sent flying over the 
original course. The delay of writing down 
the m e at each station has been saved. 

If the Morse signals could be cabled by 
sound under the Atlantic it would be ible 
to telegraph direct from — inland city of 
this continent to London, and perhaps in time 
to all of the earth. The sounds did work 
feebly over the cabie at the rate of three words 
a minute when the earliest submarine line 
was laid between the

andthe new. This was too slow and uncer- 
tain. Now cable messages are received by 
the flash light and mirror at an average of 
about twelve words per minute. Invention is 
constantly directed towards the utilization of 
sound signals by cabie, and telegraphists 

with the serene confidence characteristic of 
their trade, have no doubt of final success. 
When once this has been accomplished 
New York will have instantaneous commun! 
cation witb London, and the precious minutes 
that make Wall street chafe will no longer be 


lost. 

The Morse telegrapic alphabet has practic- 
ally given commerce a universal 
Whatever language can be exp 
man characters can be cabled by the Morse 
system from one end of the world 
to the other. The telegraph opera- 
tors at cable stations do not under- 
stand one word N —5 they — — 
Messages are sent in almost eve yilize 
language of the globe and ina — secret 
codes and ciphers. These strange tongues 
and signs come flashing in at Canso, at Rye 
Beach and at Duxbury, to be confidentially 
n to their various inland dest ina- 
tions. The Chinese merchant at Shanghai 
telegrapbs San Francisco via London, New 

and the transcontinentai lines of this 
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If all the cables between North America and 
Europe were broken, oo communi- 
cation between the New orid and the Old 
would not be interru . There are two cables 
between Lisbon, Portugal and Pernambuco, 
Brazil, and there are cables from Galveston to 
Vera Oruz and thenceto pointsin Central 
America and via the Isthmus to the western 
coast of South America. Communication with 
Rio Janeiro is sometimes obtained by way of 
Central and South Americato Valparaiso in 
Chili and thence across the Andes by land 
lines to Rio, and at others by way ofthe At- 
lantic cables to Penzance, England, thence to 
Lisbon, thence back underthe Atlantic to 
Pernambuco and thence by landlines and 
short cables to Rio. 

Mr. W. J. Dealy, cable manager and mana- 
ger of the general operating department of 
he Western Union, estimates the world’s 


cable lines 
AT 75,000 MILES 

in length. Ot this mileage about one-third is 
included in the various Atlantic cables and 
their anchors. The Mediterranean is spider- 
webbed with cables, and so are the narrow 
seas that lle about the British Isles. There 
are 6,500 miles of cable connecting British 
India with Australia and the tropical islands 
of the Indian Sr The Western and 
Brazilian Cable Co. hss nearly 4,000 miles of 
cable connecting yarfous pointson the East- 
ern coast of South America. The Central and 
South American Telegraph Co. has webbed 
the Caribbean Sea and the waters off the West 
coast of South America with more than 3,000 
miles of cable. 

Mr. Dealy regards the report ot Iroquois’ 
victory atthe Derby of 1883 as the most re- 
markable featof rapid cabling yet accom- 
plished by the Atlantic cable. In five seconds. 
after Iroquois passed the winning post his vic- 
tory was announced in the office of the New 
York Z 7 The news was tele- 
graphed from Epsom to London, was there 
probably transferred to the direct cable and 
after another verbal transfer at this end of the 
line was delivered in this city. The one word, 
Iroquols, was all that came. That was 
very «ood time, said Mr. Dealy, but I think 
we could do it now in two and a half seconds. 
I think we could communicate with Australia 
in five minutes.’’ 

Electricians find the Idea of telephoning by 
cable a most fascinating one, and with char- 
acteristic optimism they nurse the hope that 
one day New York meg change verbal 
messages with London. Experiments to this 
end have been made with what is known as an 
‘‘artificial cable, that is, a short land line so 
contrived as to reproduce the supposed ob- 
stucles to submarine cabling. An ‘‘arti- 
ficiat cable“ supposed to be equivalent to 
2,500 miles of submarine wire transmitted 
through a telephone the signals of a 
telegraphic sounder, but when the experi- 
ment was tried through 1,000 miles of actual 
submarine cable, not a 1 was heard. 
Competent electricians leve that in even 
this instance the real difficulties of telephon- 
ing through 2,400 miles of actual submarine 
cable were not reproduced in the ‘‘artificial 
cable“ through which the experiment was 
tried. Since the disappointment of the ex- — 
perimenter little or nothing has been done 
toward solving the problem of submaripe 
telephoning.

Pango), on which the United States bas leased 
lands for a coaling station. This harbor is 
one of the best inthe South Pacific. Apia is 
governed by the three Oonsuls who represent 
the United States, Great Britgin and Germany.

$6,000, in 1872 $5,000 and in 1880 $0,000, the de- 
crease being due almost wholly to petty wars 
whieh have been going on between the chiefé.

CAPT. REID, THE MAN WHO INVENTED THE 
STARS AND STRIPES.

) AS there 

ever an 

dan citizen ina 

foreign port whose 

eye did not proudly 

pick out from the flags 

of all nations flying 

from the shipping in 

the harbor the bright 

and beautiful stars 

and stripes, and with 

a heart swelling with pride and delight declare 

it to be by far the bandsomest ensign in the 

world? And yet how many of the most patri- 

otic citizens of this great nation could answer 

the question: Who was the author and de- 
signer of the United States flag? 

It was Gesigned by my father, Oapt. Samuel 

Chester Reid of New York City, and the firet 


flag was made at his house by his wife, Mary | 


(daughter of Capt. Nathan Jennings of Oon- 
necticut, who served through the whole of 
the Revolutionary war) and her young lady 
friends, and was first hoisted over the ball of 
the House of Representatives on the Isch of 
April, 1618, at 2 o’clock p. m. The following 
is the act as passed by Congress and approved 
by President Monroe, April 4, 1618: 

An act to establish the flag of the United 
St ates. 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the 
4th day of July next the flag of the United 
States be thirteen horizoatal stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the union be twenty stars, 
white, in a blue fleld. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That on 
the admission of every new State into the 
Union one star be added to the union of the 
flag; and such addition shall take effect on the 
4th day of July then next succeeding such 
admission. 

THE OLD FLAG. 

Previous to the approval of the above act the 
stripes in the old flag had been increased to 
eighteen, according to the number of States 
admitted into the Union, thus destroying the 
beauty and perspicuity of the flag; and while 
this order was preserved in some, others con- 
tained but nine or eleven, as fancy dictated. 
On the admission of Indiana into the Union, in 
1816,-Congressman Peter H. Wendover of New 
York offered a resolution ‘‘that a committee 
be appointed to inquire into the expediency of 
altering the flag of the United states. A com- 
mittee was appointed with Mr. Wend- 
over cbairman. While the commi 
had the matter under considera- 


tion Mr. Wendover called on my 
father, who wasthen in Washington, and re- 
quested him to form a design for our 80 as 
to represent the increase of the States without 
destroying ite distinctive character, as the 
committee were about to increase the 
stare and stripes to the wnole number of 
States. Atter mature deliberution of the sub - 
t Capt. Reid recommended that the stripes 
reduced to represent the thirteen original 
States, and to form the number of stars rep- 
resenting the whole States into one great star 
inthe union, add one for every new 
State admi 1 us ving a : 
cant meaning to the . Symbol y 
expressive of ‘‘E Pluribus Unum.’’

That Seek Death—The Fatal Heredity of 
the Mania — Some Strange Cases — The 
Favorite Methods.

HE oy of Paris, al- 
though the gayest, is 
also the saddest of olt- 
fes. Statistics show that 
the ratio of suicides for 
every million of inhabi- 
tants averages yearly 402 
while in London tt is 
only 87, and in Naples 
84. 

A very common mis- 
=a take is to suppose that 
the largest number of suicides occur in winter 
time, when the weather is most inclement, 
and misery rife among the poorer classes. 
The returns for France indicate that sum- 
mer isthe great suicidal period, and winter 
the most innocent season of the year. Felo 
de se is highest in June and July, and 
lowest in November and December. The 
average rises, almost regularly, from Janu- 
ary to July, and goes down again, in equiva- 
lent degrees, from August to December. 
Climate has not much todo with the mat- 
ter, in spite of what Montesquieu says about 
the English, who, he avers, kill themselves 
on account of the fog-cloud which hangs 
night and day over the little island. The 
Esquimaux do not kill. themselves at all, 
neither do the Falkland islanders. Yet are 
their elimates both murky and fuliginous. 
There are, in fact, fewer suicides in London 
than in Paris every year. Then, again, 
people who put an end to tneir lives prefer to 
do so by daylight. Suicides by night are 
relatively rare. The long days of summer 
afford the most temptation for them. Neither 
darkness nor rain conduce to self-destruction. 
Its best friends and ‘Stimulators are sunlight 
and warmth. iy 
Frenchmen are now killing themselves, be- 
tween 9 and 90 in a constantly Increasing pro- 
gression. The figures are immensely higher, 
as a rule, in the North than in the South, and 
in towns than in the country. The returns 
published by the Minister of Justice show 
that, since 1827 inclusive, the yearly average 
of suicides throughout France has risen from 
five to ten for every 100,000 inhabitants. The 
figures have therefore doubled in thirty years. 
In 1876 there were 5,804 
CASES OF SELF MURDER. 

In 1880 we find 6,638; and in 1886 no fewer than 
7,187. The total number during 1887, the last 
recorded year, was 7,572, of which 2,178 are 
attributed to mental afflictions of different 
kinds, 1,228 to physical suffering, 975 to 
domestic troubles, 80 to drunkenness, 483 to 
poverty, 305 to pecuniary difficulties, 202 to 
the desire to avoid imprisonment, 100 to the 
loss of employment, 89 to the fear of exposure, 
56 to the loss of relatives and 25 to the dread of 
military service. Among the other cases 
specified in the returns, 227 suicides are put 
down to jealousy and crossing in love. 

Suicide is not always a sign of mental aliena- 
tion. Oftentimes, of course, it is; but it is not 
always and necessarilyso. Self-murder, like 
every human fact, obeys fixed laws as exactly 
as the course of the planets or the crystalliza- 
tion of salts; and year by year it can 
be confidently predicted how many 
out of a certain population will 
commit suicide. Still, one-fourth of 
them, in round numbers, are attributable 
to madness. I remember one very peculiar 
case of suicide which [attended some time 


ago, and which presents a novel phase of in- 
sanity of the highest interest to alienists. It 
was that of Baron Robert du Creuzy, a man of 
60, who for ten years had Ifved at No. 77 Rue 
Monge, without family, his only companion 
in the house being an old servant. Once rich, 
he had lost the ater part of his fortune, 
and mourned bitterly the loss of his youth, 
which would have permitted him to accumu- 
late another. He often remarked to his ac-

LTHOUGH many 
people use perfum- 
ery very few know 
its origin, or under- 
stand ite manufac- 
ture. From a com- 
paratively unimpor- 
tant side line in drug 
stores it has grown 
to be an indispens- 
able department in 
the establishment of 


the apothecary, and 
in the large cities of 
: this and other coun- 
tries there are stores which handle nothing 
but perfumes. The society woman has her 
favorite scent, such as the delicate go lly 
or violet de parme, which she buys excl - 
ly and in large quantities, while her humble 
sister, the shop girl, prefers a more pro- 
nouncea odor, and has her handkerchief 
scented with ascension lily or chickasaw 
bouguet. The term perfume is applied to the 
scent arising from odoriferous bodies, and un- 
tillately the art of preparing the same for 
use in the boudoir and bath was better 
understood by the French than any = oth- 
er nation. This was probably due to 
climatic influences as in the southern part of 
France, where its manufacture is principally 
carried on, the climate is such that flowers 
grow in boundless profusion nearly the-entire 
year. The making of these flowers into vari- 
ous olls and scents may be said to constitute 
the principal industry of such towns as Can- 
nes, Grasse, Nice and others less important. 
Perfumes are of exceedingly ancient origin. 
They are frequently referred to in tbe Bible 
as ointments, oils and spice, and Solomon is 
credited with having made the remark that 
**‘ointment and perfume rejoice the heart. 
If he had to buy perfume for each one of the 
800 wives that sacred history assigns to him 
he ought to have known something about it. 
* POMATUMS. 

In less ancient times pomatums, olla and 
other perfumes were madeon an extensive 
scale and the Greeks used them liberally, 
after athletic exercises and bathing, even go- 
ing 80 far astoannoint their bodies twicea 
day with fragrant essences. it has been 
stated that the use of strong perfumes in pro- 
fusion will kill the germs of disease in the at- 
mosphere. Whether this is so or not it is an 
established fact that during the cholera 
epidemic in London and Paris many years 
ago those employed in the perfuming factories 
escaped the ravages of the disease. 

It is remarkable that flowers yield perfumes 
that when mixed together in various propor- 
tions become the types of nearly all fower 
odors. For instance, when jassamine and 
orange flowers are blended they throw off an 
odor resembling sweet peas; when jassamine 
and tuberose are combined the perfume is that 
of hyacinth; and violet and tuberose become 
lilv of the valley. All of the various scents 
that can be bought at the perfumer’s, such as 
**frangipanni,’’ white rose, ‘‘sweet 
daphne,’’ etc., are made in this way.

Itisacurious fact 
that some of the most delicate perfumes 
have as a base the most tent 
of substances. Civet, which enters larget 
into the manufacture of all scents, le 
simply insupportable when smelled in bulk. 
Butthe most exquisite and delicious of all 
odors is the attar of roses. It is a volatile oil 
of soft consistency and nearly coloriess, 
which is extracted from the petals of the rose. 
The best attar of roses is made in Hindostan 
and Persia. It is extremely dificult to obtain 
it in a pure state owing to the expense neces- 
sary in making it ot roses, and most of the 
so-called attar of roses now on the 
market are but compounds of sandal wood 
and other oils. In its manufacture by the na- 
tives of Persia. large open vessels are filled 
with rose water and left standing in the open 
alr one nicht. A skum is found floating at 
the top tn the morning and this is skimmed 
off and from this essential oil the pertume is 
prepared. For half an ounce of this ofl 200,000 
full grown roses are required, and its value 
when in marketable shape is about $40. The 
genuine attar of roses is worth from $50 to $100 
ounce. Of late years sachet powders have 
aken the place of liguid perfumes more or less 
with society people, Some affect the imported 
articlé principally Atkinson’s of London, 
but as fine powders are made in this country 
asanythat are made abroad. Indeed, this 
may be said of all perfumery in general. Some 
manufacturers pay more attention to one par- 
ticular brand of their make—such as Atkin- 
son’s white rose, Pinaud’s violets, and others 
—and by making this article a 28 raise it 
to a high degree of excellence, butthis in no 
way detracts from the universally admitted 
superior quality of domestic perfumery. Some

This is done by exercising the extremities, 
the first movement being one of tbe 
hands, after which come the wrists, then the 
arms, and next the head and feet. As the 
circulation is increased the necessity for a 
larger supply of oxygen, technically called 
Wer wg Hunger, is created, which is only 
satisfied by breathing exercises, which de- 
veiop the lungs. After the circulation is in a 
natisfactory condition the dumb-bell in- 
structor turns his attention to exer- 
cising the great muscles of the body, be- 
ginning with those of the back, strengthening 
which holds the body erect, thus increasing 
the chest capacity, 823 the digestive 
organs, and in fatt all the vital functions. By 
the use of very light weights an equal and 
symmetrical development of all parts of the 
body is obtained, and then there are no sud- 
den demands on the heart andlungs. Every 
motion possible upon the most complicated 
and special ap tuscan be duplicated with 
the wooden dumb-bell, although, of course, 
not with such emphasis, and as a general dis 
tributor ofthe good effects of exercise, and 
for putting the entire body in condition to 
meet any requirements, it has no equal. 

After the dumb-bell comes exercise with 
the round, or bar bell. This is like the dumb- 
bell, with the exception that the bar con- 
necting the balls is four or five feet, in- 
stead of a few inches in length. Bar bells 
weigh from one to two pounds each,

slowly up by the weight. To exercise the left 
side the same process is gone through with 
the bandle grasped in the left hand. Another 
kind of giant pulley is that which allows the 
operator to stand directly under it, and is 
used for increasing the lateral diameter of the 
chest. The handles are drawn straight 
deen by the sides, the arms 
are then spread and drawn back by the 
weights. Generally speaking, high pulleys 
are most used for correcting high, round 
shoulders; low pulleys for low, round silioul- 
ders; side pulleys for individual high or low 
shoulders, and giant pulleys for the develop- 
ment of the walls of the chest and to correct 
spinal curvature. 

The traveling rings, a line of iron rings cov- 
ered with rubber, and attached to lony ropes 
fastened to the ceiling some ten feet apart, are 
also valuable in developing the muscics of 
the back, arms and sides. The first ring 
is grasped in one hand, and a spring 
taken from an elevated platform. The mo- 
mentum carries the gymnast to the next ring. 
which is seized with the free hand, and so the 
entire length of the line is traversed. The 
parallel bars, low and high, the flying rings, 
the horizontal bar and the trapeze all have 
their uses, but oflate years they have been 
relegated to a position of distinct inferiority 
to that now occupied by the dumb bells and 
pulley weights.
